SUMMARY REPORT 


The files of the Chicago Crime Commission reveal the following information Re¬ 
garding FRANK CARUSO, 

In a report of December 23, 1932 it io indicated FRANK CARUSO, 21 r , 2416 Wentworth, 
and LOUIS COCO, 24, 5323 South California, were charged with stealing a car, 

CARUSO had sold the car to his brother-in-law, COCO, after having bought it from 
another. The motbr 1 ? number of the car had been altered and the car hacl been 
stolen. Both defendants were discharged. 

In a report of October 7, 1937 it is stated that FRANK CARUSO, 26, 2122 Wentworth, 
and ANDREW MO DUFF, 25, 2307 Wentworth, were arrested October 3, 1937 on charges 
of having fictitious license plates. CARUSO was discharged." 

In a report of January 14, 1?48 it is noted that FRANK CARUSO, 35, 2416 Wentworth, 
and six others were arrested January 13, 1948 at 224 West 26 th Street in a hand¬ 
book, All were discharged. 

In a "Tribune” clip of May 9, 1954 it is reported FRANK CARUSO, owner of a tavern 
at 217 Wost 23rd, and another were sought for questioning about sending a xainor 
into the Black Onyx- to buy a drink and get arrested. Shore was an alleged 
conspiracy to get the license of the Black Onyx revoked so that the syndicate ' 
could gobble up the place. 

In a report of September 3, 1954 it is indicated FRANK CARUSO and DOMINICK LACARIO 
were indicted in 54-1540, charging conspiracy. The indictment was quashed. This 
had to do with the alleged conspiracy of getting charges filed against the Black 
Onyx Lounge so that the license would bo lifted* -Under -Bureau of Identification 
No. E-7151 the following is the record of CARUSO*

In a "Tribune" clip of February 3, I960 FRANK (SKID) CARUSO is listed as one of 
a, number of hoodlums who allegedly control the flow of graft for gambling and 
vice in Chicago. He is described as the big man in betting and dice and policy in 
the First Ward end of the Prairie Ayenue-Police District. He inherited his under¬ 
world kingdom from his father-in-law, BRUNO ROTI, who died in 1956’* 

In a "Tribune" clip of Hay 7, 1962 it is reported the State's Attorney's office 
raided a crap game at 238 West Cermak Road and arrested FRANK (SKID) CARUSO, 50, 
2418 Wentworth Avenue, and 17 others including EDWARD (PIGGY) JOYCE. CARUSO told 
the police that he was a fruit and vegetable market operator. 

In.a "Tribune" clip of November 3, 1962 it is indicated reporters found a 
syndicate crap game operating, at 249 West Cermak Road with GUS LIEBE as manager. 

It was stated that arrangements for the game to operate in the First Ward wero 
made With FRANK (SKID)' CARUSO, CARMEN (BLUBBER) CARDUCCI and JIMMY (MG GEE) 

PULLANO.

In a "Tribune" clip of November 4> .1962 it is stated that the building in which 
the 1 * syndicate crap game originally operated’, 160 West 25th Street* had beon sold 
to the City of Chicago by the CARUSO family, As ^reporters blocked off the rear 
door of the place while the game was operating, JAMES CARUSO, brother iof PRANK- 
CARUSO and a professional bondsman, came into the alley and offered to help the 
reporters. He then telephoned-LIEBE at the gamo to come out and talk with the 
reporters. LIEBE did and then pulled the game. 

In a "Tribune" clip of Kay 18, 1963 it is reported the police from the office of 
the State's Attorney raided the syndicate crap game at 2418 Wentworth Avenue and 
arrested GUS LIEBE, JAMES KAPANDE, GUS ALEX (this was in error since ALEX was not 
.there) and PRANK (SKID). CARUSO. 

In.a "Tribune" clip of May 19, 1963 -it^is- stated, that the crap game at 2418 
Wentworth Avenue was taken over from GUS LIEBE by CARUSO. The article states 
also that GUS'ALEX was not at the gamo when it was raided and was hot arrested. 

In a "SUn-Timcs” clip 1 of May 23, 1963 it is stated the Grand Jury returned "no 
bills" against those arrested by the State's Attorney's police in the syndicate 
crap game at 2418 Wentworth Avenue since the witnesses (the patrons of the 
place) claimed they saw no gambling after they had been granted immunity when they 
refused to testify. FRANK CARUSO was one of five referred to as Operators of the 
game. 

In a "Sun-Times" dip of September 23, 1963 the statement is made that- PRANK 
CARUSO is a member of the Cosa Nostra on the south side of Chicago and is a
